The Examiner has found the latest amendments to independent Claim 1 and Applicant's 
remarks (see Amendment filed July 23, 2009) persuasive. The Examiner agrees with Applicant in 
that, "Even assuming arguendo that, during the exposure time interval, the exposure threshold of 
Kindt could increase in the manner alleged by the Examiner, Kindt does not disclose that the 
exposure threshold monotonically increases from an initial exposure threshold to a final exposure 
threshold, where the initial exposure threshold is lower than signal voltage Vs and the final 
exposure threshold approaches an initial value of signal voltage Vs." See Amendment, page 10.
